WANTED FUGITIVES" LIST EFFECTIVE L/1S/S4- NO NEWS RELEASE IS 
BEING MADE REGARDING SUBJECT'S REMOVAL FROM THE LIST. HOWEVER-, 

IT IS ANTICIPATED THAT THIS ACTION WILL GENERATE INQUIRIES FROM 
THE MEDIA AND GENERAL PUBLIC. THE FOLLOWING RESPONSE SHOULD 
BE ADHERED TO WHEN RESPONDING TO THOSE INQUIRIES. 

"KATHERINE ANN POWER IS BEING REMOVED FROM THE FBI'S 
LIST OF TEN MOST WANTED FUGITIVES- SHE HAS NOT BEEN SEEN SINCE 
n?4 AND THE FBI HAS NO INDICATION THAT SHE HAS RESUMED CRIMINAL 
ACTIVITY SINCE HER INDICTMENT IN 1H70- 
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ONE OF THE CRITERIA FOR PLACEMENT ON THE TOP TEN IS 
THE FUGITIVE'S NEED FOR THE NATIONWIDE PUBLICITY AFFORDED BY 
THE TOP TEN PROGRAM. BECAUSE POWER HAS BEEN THE SUBJECT OF 
EXTENSIVE PUBLICITY DURING THE LAST 14 YEARS-, SHE NO LONGER 
FULFILLS THAT REQUIREMENT. 

POWER IS THE FOURTH TOP TEN FUGITIVE SINCE 11SD TO BE 
REMOVED FROM THE MOST WANTED LIST BEFORE APPREHENSION-, DEATH-, 

OR DISMISSAL OF CHARGES. AS WITH POWER-, THE PREVIOUS THREE 
FUGITIVES WERE REMOVED BECAUSE THEY NO LONGER FIT TOP TEN 
CRITERIA. 

IN APRIL-, l=l?b-, DWIGHT ALAN ARMSTRONG AND LEO 
FREDERICK BURT-, WANTED FOR THE AUGUST-, 1T7D-, BOMBING OF A 
UNIVERSITY OF WISCONSIN BUILDING-> WERE REMOVED FROM THE TOP 
TEN. IN MAY-, 1177, BENJAMIN HOSKINS PADDOCK-, AN ESCAPED 
FEDERAL PRISONER SERVING A PU-YEAR SENTENCE FOR BANK ROBBERY-, 
WAS ALSO REMOVED.

Power, a forset student afc Braudeis University, 
K»*i*chttiett*, is being sought in connect ion with 
the $2€,$iS robbery of a Boston tank on September 21, 1970, 
in which a Boston police officer was killed by sub-»achinegur. 
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On September 24, 107O, a Federal warrant was issued 
in Boston, Massachusetts, charging power with unlawful 
interstate flight to avoid prosecution for »urd«s. Power 
was also charged in Federal warrants issues in Boston on 
September 25, 1970, with tne theft of Sowerweent property frci 
the Matronal Ouatd Armory in Slewbaryport, Massachusetts.

Power successfully used the assumed Identity 
of Maureen Sheila Kelly to obtain residence and employment 
in Lexington, Kentucky, until her departure from that area 
in October, 1574. She worked as a telephone receptionist 
using Social Security number 003-4S-5275, listing her date 
of birth as February 8, 1950. Power has also used Social 
Security number 522-74-2089 and has worked as both cook and 
waitress. 

Power has also used the following aliases* May 
Kelly, May 8. Kelly, lathy Power, Katherine Ann Powers, and 
Kathy Powers. 

Power should be considered armed and extremely 
dangerous. Anyone with information concerning Power should take 
no action other than to contact the nearest office of the 
FBI, the number of which may be found on the first page of most 
local telephone directories.
